NEW LIGHTING SYSTEM 
FOR CITY IS PROBABLE 

The street committee ot the at} 
council ordered a gasoline street lamp 
last Friday from the White Manufac- 
turing Co. pi Chicago, through 
Rob*. Lewis.Mts local agent. The lamp 
will be tested by the city and if satis- 
factory, part or all of the town will be 
lighted in this manner, which will 
be much superior in point of efficiency 
and expense to the present system of 
illumination. 

The gasoline light sold by the White 
Manufacturing company is known as 
the American Hydro Caroon light. 
The company claims that it has 1,000 
candle] power (the same as the arc 
electric luht), and it is guaranteed to 
withstand all kinds ot weather. 

The cost of the present system of 
lighting the streets with coal oil 
lamps is *:M0 a year, or about 67.60 
for each lamp. Though tb« gasoline 
lampe will cost 6H each, the cost of 
lighting a sufficient number of them 
to illuminate tne main part of the

Confident Of Victory. 

From Clarksville. under date of Jan- 
uary 8, comes the following: 

The members of the Dark Tobacco 
District Flanters' association met yes- 
terday. Ther« was a large attendance 
and much enthusiasm. The farmers 
say »he higher price of tcbacco has 
been caused by the organization and 
the members of the association are 
holding their crops for still higher 
prices. The farmers are all confident 
or victory and are prepared to make 
a bitter figbt. Nearly one million 
pounds ot alditioual tobacco were 
pledged to the association at today 's 
meeting Chairman Ewing said that 
he had received telegrams from relia- 
ble farmers living in West Tennessee 
and Kentucky to the effect that the 
report sent out that H. 000, 000 pounds 
had been sold was false. He saiu but 
little tobacco hud been marketed in 
bat section. 

Few Sales in Daviess. 

Less than seventy-five loads of to- 
>aoco have been sold at auction in 
Jwensboro this season. Only a tew 
have been delivered from privat? sile, 
and it is probable^ that, all told, not 
more than 10(1 loads have changed 
hands in Owensbiro since last spring. 

Prices have been better by some bit 
than at corresponding dates last 
year, but at no time has the average 
price reached the figure which the 
producers think ought to prevail. 
This appears to be the real cause why 
more tobacco has not been pat on 
the market. Buyers say that the prices 
have not been better because the grade 
ot tobacco offered has been poor. Most 
of the buyers tnink that tne crop will 
beyin to move freely 'within a short 
time— Wednesday's Owensboro Mes- 
senger. 

In Hopkins County 

J Madisonv:lle,Ky.,Jan.4. -The recent 
spell of seasonable weather brought 
the tobacco bnyers to the front and 
they are buying tobacco righ t '< 1 t 
now and an- paying pretty good prices 
nothing, to be sure, like the farmers 
would like to ^et, but very 'much 
higher than those who sold earlier 
received. 

The tobacco in Hopkins countv is 
bringing about 88.80 at present.
